God hath left Nations to the Liberty of fetting up 
fuch Governments as beft pleafd themfelves. 

That Magiftrates were fet up tor the Good of 
Nations, not Nations for the Honor and Glory of 
Magittrates, 

That the Right and Power of Magiftrates in every 
Country was that which the Laws of that Country 
made it to be. 

That thofe Laws were to be obferved, and the 
Oaths taken by them, having the Force of a Con- 
tract between Magiftrate and People, could not be 
violated without Danger of diflulving the whole 
Fabric. 

That Ufurpation could give no Right ; and the 
moft dangerous of all Enemies to Kings were they, 
who, railing their Power to an exorbitant Height, 
allowed to Ufurpers all the Rights belonging to it. 

That, fucn Ufurpations being feldom compafled 
without the dSiaugnter of the reigning Perfon, or 
Family, the worft of all Villainies was thereby re 
warded with the moft glorious Privileges. 

That if {uch Doétrines were received, they would 
would ftir up Men to the Deftruétion of Princes 
with more Violevce than all the Paffions that have 
hitherto raged in the Hearts of the moft unruly. 

That none could be fafe, if fuch Rewards were 
propofed to any that could deftroy them. 

That few would be fo gentle as to fpare even the 
beft, if, by their Deftru€tion, a wild Ufurper could 
become God’s Anointed, and, by the moft execrable 
Wickednef:, invelt himfelf with that pretended 
divine Character. 

This is the Scope of the whole Treatife ; the 
Writer gives fuch Reafons, as at prefent did occur 
to him, to prove it, This feems to agree with the 
Doétrines of the moft reverenced Authors of all 
Times, Nations and Religions. The beft and 
wifeft of Kings have ever acknowleged it. The 
prefent King of France has declared, that Kings 
have that happy want of Power, that they can do 
nothing contrary to the Laws of their Tuners 
and grounds his Quarrel with the King of Spain, 
in 1667, upon that Principle. King ‘ames, in 
his Speech to the Parliament in 1603, doth in the 
higheft degree affert it; and the Scripture declares it. 
If neverthelefs the Writer was miftaken, he might 
have been refuted by Law, Reafon and Scripture ; 
and no Man for fuch Matters was ever otherwile 
punifhed, than by being made to fee his Error; and 
it has not (as [think) been ever known, that they 
had been referred to the Judgment of a Jury, com- 
pofed of Men utterly unable to comprehend them. 

But there was little of this in myfafe. The 
Extravagance of my Perfecutors goes higher. ‘The 
above-mentioned Treatife was-never finifhed, nor 
could be in many Years, and moft probably would 
never have been, So much as is of it was written

which thou haft often and wondertully declared 
thy felf ! 


Such is the Perfeverance of the true Patriot !—— 
Death may overome, but cannot fubdue, him ; may 
relieve, but cannot terrify, him. ‘* While he 
lives, he lives not in vain.” His Fervors of Eja« 
culation, which might be allowed peculiar to the 
private Dilemma ot Nature in fuch an extreme 
Crifis, glow more impartially extenfive! ‘hey re- 
fpire alike on all — And no fenlible, humane, and 
generous Being but will confefs an Influence from 
them, tho’ perhaps imagined yet no lefs grateful 
and delighting.

Eleonor Gwin, and firft Duke of St. Alban’s) by 
the Lady Diana Vere, eldeft Daughter and Coheir 
to Aubrey de Vere, the twentieth and laft Ear! of 
Oxford, of that noble Family, whereof Alberic, 
their direé&t Anceftor, is mentioned in Doomfday 
Book to be an Earl in the Time of Edward the 
Confeflor. His Grace was born the 6th -of April 
1696. Andon the 11th of May 1720, fucceeded 
his Father in his Honours.

open, feized-and ftript them, and tied their Thumbs 
and Great® Mes together, then tied them up in 
two fheets, arid carried them to Marlfton Meer, in 
the Parifh of Tring, where the poor old Woman, 
aged feventy, expired, by Suffocation in the Mud 
and Water, the Meer not being above three Foot 
deep. 

Edward Mead was reprieved before the Judge 
left the Town and Thomas Colley is ordered for 
execution, purfuant to his Sentence. 

The Trial of Henry Worfter, indiéted for being 
concerned in the faid Riot, and who was alfo in 
Cuftody, was put off ’till next Affizes. 

There are many more of the Perfons indicted 
for being concerned in the faid cruel Affair, and 
Warrants are iflued out for apprehending them. 

At the Affizes at Northampton, one Perfon was 
capitally convicted, viz. John Price for a Burglary. 

At the Affizes at Oakham in Rutland, only two 
Perfons were tried, and ordered to be whipped.
